King Balak ſent Meſſen- 
gers to him, with rewards of divination, to come to him, and curſe 
Tſrael. God came to Balaam, and ſaid to him, thou ſhalt not go 
with them, nor curſe the faid People: jor, they are bleſſed. He leaves 
out the two principal parts of the Oracle; thou ſhalt not curſe - 
them : for they are bleſſed 3 and extenuates the firſt, from a po- 
ſitive prohibition, thou ſhalt not go with them, repreſenting it, 
as lamely as he could, in general terms; the Lord refuſeth to 
give me leave to go with yon; as hoping, and leaving them in 
ſome hopes, he would, after, give him leave to go to Balak, 
and do his work. Had he fully acquainted them with the 
whole Oracle, he knew it might have put a period to all hopes 
in Balab, for his curſing ral, and to all his own hopes of the 
wages of Unrighteouſneſs, which his Heart was unalterably ſet 
upon; 2 Pet. 2. 15. Then, to forward the buſineſs, on all 
hands, the Meſſengers drop, alſo, that maim'd firſt part of - 
the Oracle; the Lord refuſeth to give me leave to go with you 
telling Balab, only, Balaam refuſes to come with us; Numb. 22. 
12,--14. So, the Word of God is quite left our, and the Word 
and Humour of Balaan, put in the room thereof.
